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THE  BRITISH  APPLE  -.LARKET 

The  supplies  of  American  arD^les  reaching  the  British  market  are  far 
in  excess  of  iemand  ani  shippers  can  expect  very  poor  returns  if  the  present 
rate  of  export  is  kept  up,  according  to  a  cable  received  from  Mr,  Ed^^in 
Smith,  the  Department's  frait  specialist  in  Europe.     The  apple  crop  both  in 
Er^land  and  cu  the  continent  is  reported  as  larger  than  last  year,  states 
Mr.  Sdith.     Supplies  of  British  apples  are  plentiful  ajid  lo':'  in  price, 
miscellaneous  varieties  selling  at  from  75  cents  tr  $1.95  per  bushel  basket. 
In  general  th«  British  market  is  shoeing  considerable  weakness  f'^r  apples, 
the  demand  being  very  dull  for  the  loTrer  graaes.     There  are  plenty  of  cheap, 
lov7  grade  Earopean  apples  in  the  continental  mpjrkets. 

Barreled  apples  from  Virginia,  IJew  Jersey  and  -Jew  York  are  arriving 
immature,  lacking  in  color  and  with  ijoor  eating  quality.     This  is  partic- 
ularly true  '^f  IJerr  York  T.'ealthys,  Virginis  Ben  Davis  and  Albermarlc  Pip-oins 
and  Virginia  Rhode  Island  Greenings.    Many  miscellane'ms  varieties  ff  apples 
are  selling  at  from  $2.92  to  $4.99  per  barrel,  says  Mr.   Smith.  Virginia 
York  Imperials  are  in  liberal  supt»ly.     The  condition  of  the  fmait,  he- ever, 
is  extremely  variable  and  the  demand  is  only  moderate,  A-2^  inch  sizes 
selling  at  from  $6.08  to  S8,15  -oer  barrel.    Virginia  Jonathans  '^n  the  *ther 
hand  ^ere  only  in  light  su-oply  but  due  largely  t«  the  -ooor  color  and  appear- 
ance of  the  fruit  A-2|  inch  sizes  sold  only  moderately  at  from  $5.60  to 
$6.o3  per  barrel.     Virginia  Sonums  toppei  the  market  bringing  from  S7.30 
to  $8.52  per  barrel. 

Supplies        boxed  varieties  in  general  are  greatly  in  excess  de- 
mand.    This  is  particularly  true  of  California  3-rav  en  steins,  for  T/hich  there 
is  only  a  molerate  demand  at  the  present  time,     liaho  Tvealthys  are  hIs^  in 
liberal  su-cply  but  the  demand  for  the  offerings  of  that  variety  has  been 
very  slo':"  due  xsartly  to  the  generally  poor  condition  of  the  fmit.  Ben 
Davis  and  Ganos  from  the  Pacific  North  V<'est  are  arriving  irrmature,  Iscking 
in  color  and  v-ith  T)oor  eating  cpaality.     Boxed  apples  from  Massachusetts  are 
arriving  with  minimnam  color  for  grade.     The  market  is  shcv/ing  considerable 
■weakness  for  Sex  England  Gravensteins  and  V/ealthys.     These  varieties  are 
selling  mostly  at  from  95  cents  to  $1,64  per  standard  box  of  Massachusetts. 

^ile  supplies  of  apples  in  general  are  excessive  and  the  demand  slo"-, 
the  situation  la  regard  to  pears  is  just  the  opposite.     The  general  ccnditicn 
of  continental  pears  is  poor,     SupiDlies  of  pears  from  the  continent  are  scarce 
and  the  market  is  shoT-ing  considerable  strength  for  the  Bartlctt,  Hardy,  and 
Clarigeau  varieties  from  the  United  States.
